WHAT REDCLIFF NEEDS. 

In Redcliff just now there 
appears to be great activity in 
all lines of business and ih the 
past week two new retail busi- 
nesses have been added to the 
list. With the activities in town 
and the increased, interest _ in 
farming in the surrounding dis- 
trict, the prospects, just now are 
most encouraging. 

So far as the retail business 
in all lines of house-hold mer- 
chandise is concerned, Redcliil 
-is welt served by the stores al- 
ready here. There is one line of 
business, however, that ~is not 
represented and it is a line that 


is badly needed. That is an im- 


plement and farm machinery 
warehouse. At» the present 
time there is nothing of this na- 
ture in town, and the need of it 
is a serious handicap not only tu 
the farmers of the surrounding 


district but to the town as well.. 


Without one, thousands of dol- 
lars that should pass through 
some agency here are_ finding 
their way into other channels 
and are helping to build up Some 
other centre at the expense of 
Redcliff. 

It is not only the money spent 
for machinery that the town is 


losing, but in the getting of this. 


machinery thousands: more are 
lost to the merchants of this 
town. 

This is a matter in which the 
merchants should be vitally: in-’ 
terested. They should get ‘o- 

_ gether and start some.concerted 
movement to have an agency es- 
tablished here at the earliest 
possible moment.

PROPHECY COMES TRUE. 


The visit of Arthur J.Balfour, 
that great British stateman, to 
the United States, with other 


| representatives of the allied na- 
| tions, is of striking importance 


when one recalls the history of 
the past. 
When the Venezuelan ques- 


land brought the United States 
and Great Britain to what. ap- 
peared to many as-the verge of 
jwar, Mr, Balfour delivered an 
address in .the House of Com- 
mons th Which he. declared that 
the idea of armed conflict be- 
tween these two powers of a 
common tongue, common blood, 
and parallel.ideas was repug- 
nant.to him and his countrymen. 
On that occasion he: gave utter- 
ance to a prophecy which events 
leading up to his present visit to 
the United States liave brought 
true, In that speech he said in 
part: 

“It cannot but be that those 
| whose national roots go down 
into the same past as our own, 
who share our language, our lit- 
erature, our laws, our religion, 
everything that makes a nation 
great, and who share‘ in sub- 
stance our institutions, it can- 
not but be that a time will come 
when they will feel that they 


and we have a common duty to 
perform, a common office to fui- 
fill among the nations of ‘the 
world. The time will come, the 
time must come, when someone, 
some statesman more fortunate 
even than President Manroe, 
will lay: down the doctrine that 
between English speaking peo- 
ples war is impossible, and than 
it will be seen that every man 
who by rash action. or hasty 
word makes’ the preservation of 
peace difficult or, it may be, im- 
possible, has committed a crime 
not only against his own coun- 
try, not only against that other 
country to whoni he has invited 
war, but against baltaacontaate it- 
self.”

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Congress Adopts 


The Selective Draft 


By overwhelming majorities both 
the United States senate and _ house 
passed the edministration bill to faise 
a wor army by selective draft. 

The final roll calls brought into line 
béhind the bill many senators’ and 
represenatives who had fought for the 
volunteer system until routed by de- 
cisiye defeat of volunteer amendments 
in both houses: The ‘senate, which 
had voted down the. volunteer plan, 69 
to 18, passed the bill by a vote of 31 
. to 8. In the house the vote against 
the volunteer plah was $13 to 109, and 
trat by which the bill itself wAs pass. 
ed was 397 to 24. : 

The bill as passed calls for: 

A. total armed force of 
men. s: 

An army of 287,000. 

A national guard of 625,000, 

Filling the gaps in the militia by 
volunteer and forced enlistment.

Effective in Alberta). 


The Dower Act passed at the recent 
session of the legislature came into 
forco last. Tuesday, Now a married 
man cannot transfer, sell, mortgage 
or otherwise dispose of the homestead 
as defined in the act without the con- 
sent in writing of his wife. The resi- 
dénce of a married man ghall not be 
deemed to have changed unless the 
change is consented to in writing by 
the wife. Homestead is interpreted 
to mean the Jand on which the house 
occupied by the owner thereof as ‘his 
residence is situated, consisting of not 
more than one-quarter section, or in a 
city, town or village, the land consist- 


ing of not more than four lots, as} 


shown,on a duly registered plan, on 
which the hotise occupied by the own- 


This act does not apply to any dis- 


vided for by agreement in writing. 

With a wife executee any consent | 
under the act she must acknowledge 
same apart from her husband, to have 
been executed by her, of her own free 
will and without ‘any compulsion on 
the part of her husband.

It is evident from foreign telegrams 
‘that the attitude of the Russian de- 
mocracy toward peace has been mis- 
construed and distorted by the foreign 
press. The desire for peace has be- 
come more widespread and articulate
